A FRIGHTFUL CALAMITY BEFALLS 


Two Hundred and Witty Lost 
Dy an Earthquake A Million 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—A special 
from. Tegucigalpa, Honduras, says that 
reports received. from Yetapan are to 
the effect that a severe earthquake has 
reached that section, It is estimated 
that the loss of life will be 250, and the 
property loss will amount to perhaps 

The earthquake’. nenced Sunday 
afternoon — during the day 
and night. Thousands of persons hur- 
ried down from the mountains. During 
the afternoon and evening of Monday 
sheets of flame were noticed on the 
horizon, adding to the general alarm. 

By Tuesday morning public confi- 
dence had been restored, and the moun- 
taineers had started for their homes, 
but late that night the quake was 
again heard, and the people at once re- 
turned to the suburbs. At midnight 
the tower of the church fell, killing ten 
persons and wounding a score or more. 
Shortly before daylight another severe 
shock was noticed. Many persons were 
killed by the falling of rocks. Fire, 
smoke and lava issued in énormous 
quantities from the sides of the moun- 


ns. 

According to reports received at Yet- 
apan, 100 houses have been destroyed. 
At two small towne not far from Yeta- 
pan, as many more houses were de- 
stroyed,. and 100 people are reported 
dead or dying. The loss of life at Yet- 
apan will, perhaps, reach 150, 

It is apparent that the worst Is over, 
but the alarm is widespread and still 
continues. A: company of soldiers. from 
Yetapan to the coast has not been 
heard from, and it is feared they have 
all been destroyed.

Evidence Now Being Taken to Con- 
nect the Prisoner With the Com- 
mission of the Awful Crime,

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.:.-Pouring 
rain did not lessen the crowd of curios- 
ity-seekers at the trial of Theodore 
Durrant today.

Her greatest weight was 121 pounds. 


A new witness-uappeared in the person

Durrant would soon 
have graduated from college and the 
prosecution will contend that he was 
too well-informed to have ordered a 
nerve tonic which nausated him when 
he drank it; if he had really been suf- 
fering from the effects of gas. 
The prosecution will also show that 
Purrant’s hat and coat were not in the 
brary when King entered the church, 
but were there when he returned from 
the drug store, The inference will be 
drawn that Durrant wanted to get 
King out of the church, not to. bring

their owners, headed by “Little Pete“ 
and the notorious Leong Nam, have in- 
geniously dodged San Francisco and 
applied for their admission into the 
United States at Ogdensburg, N. Y. 

If the applicants should gain tempo- 
‘rary entrance, on the ground that they 
are legitimate actors, 
be sent to Atlanta to see how they 
deport themselves, and to watch their 
movements. The .collector here has 
evidence, however, that the men are 
seeking a permanent home as laborérs: 
and that they know nothing about'dct- 
ing. There is also evidence in the 
hands of the collector that the women 
were purchased in Hongkong at $600 
each, and the projectors of the scheme 
-have contracts by which they are to 
be sold at Atlanta for $1800 each. If 
they can be safely landed ‘there, the 
two or three men who engineered the 
plan here, would earn about .

No 
island steamers are allowed to leave 
port without first remaining in quaran- 
tine for five days, Passengers must un- 
dergo the same ordeal. The Australia 
leaves today for San Francisco with 
cabin passengers only. 

The cholera, according to the general 
theory, was brought to Honolulu by 
the steamer Belgic, which arrived here 
on the 9th of August with 583 Chinese 
immigrants on J. The vessel had 
a clean bill of health, but, following the 
custom, the Chinese were placed in 
On the 18th of August it 
was learned that three of the immi- 
grants died, two from bowel complaint, 
and the other from exhaustion. The 
third man was an aged opium fiend, 
and it is claimed that if he had been 
supplied with his regular amount cf the 
drug he would have lived. As soon as 


occurred at the quarantine station, 
ple became alarmed and declared that 
Asiatic cholera had broken out among 
the Chinese immigrants. | 

It is not untisual for forms of towel 
complaint to break out among the 
steerage passengers during quarantine, 
owing to the change in diet and the 
propensity to fill up on fruits and food 
sent in by friends from the city, but 
the health authorities made a careful 
investigation of this case, and reported 
that there was absolutely nothing to in- 
dicate that the sickness was due to 


nature. A careful diagnosis was made 
of each case by physicians, and not a 
single symptom of cholera was discov- 
ered. Meantime two others were at- 
tacked with dysentery, and it was de- 
cided to extend the term of quarantine 
until all signs of sickness had disap- 
peared. 

W. O. Smith, president of the Board 
of Health, made a statement, which 
was published. It allayed the fears of 
the people here to some extent, but on 
the morning of-the 20th another alarm 
was sounded. A special meeting of the 
Board of Health was held to consider 
measures to be taken in consequence of 
the death of a native woman. The doc- 
tor who attended the case stated that 
the woman died on the 19th, after suf- 
fering about ten hours, with an illness 
very similar to Asiatic cholera. An- 
other native was taken down with the 
same symptoms and died later. 

The Board of Health held another 
meeting on the 21st to confer with local 
physicians. After a general discussion 
the medical men would not give a de- 
cided answer regarding the disease, 
awaiting a 9 of ‘bacteriological ex- 
periments. y were inclin to be- 
lieve that the disase was a form of 
AT cholera morbus rather than 

siatic cholera. 

Another meeting was held on the 22d, 
and four of the most prominent physi- 
clans pronounced the disease Asiatic 
cholera. It was decided to inaugurate 
a system of house-to-house disinfection 
and other precautionary measures were 
adopted to insure, if possible, the se- 
curity of the community. 

The doctor of the Belgic is blamed by 
people, many of whom claim that he 
made a false report to Port Physician 
Day. When the vessel arrived here he 
reported that three Chinese had died 
on the way over. He claimed that 
heart disease carried off two and pneu- 
‘monia was responsible for the death 
of the third. Fellow steerage passen- 
gers now here say that the symptoms 
were quite similar to the cases that 
ended fatally at the quarantine station. 

No cases developed among the Chi- 
nese at the quarantine station after 
August 16, and the immigrants have 
since’ been released. Up to the depar- 
ture of the Monowai on August 23 five 
cases’-of oholera developed at Iwilei, 
Honolulu; with four deaths. On the 
evening of the 24th another case was 
reported. For five days there were no 
cases reported, and the people breathed 
freer, believing that the disease had 
been stamped out. But it was only a 
respite. On the 30th nine cases were 
reported, five of which proved fatal. 
One of the unfortunates was a seaman 
on the Bennington named W. H. Goe- 
bel. He was taken ill while on board 
the vessel and lived but a short time. 
On the following two days four cases 
were reported: on the third seven cases 
developed. With the exception of the 
Bennington sailor, the scourge has at- 
tacked only natives. 

The chief difficulty in dealing with 
the Cholera here is the ignorance and 
unclean habits of the natives and Ch. 
lese. The natives, of course, have no 
comprehension of the nature of the dis- 
ease, its nature or the proper treatment 
of it. 
they are mere children, and must be 
treated accordingly. During the small- 
vox epidemic in 1853 they did not hesi- 
tate to bathe in the ocean water, and 
rarely disclosed any outbreak of the 
disease in their huts. Ten thousand 
died at that time. In 1881, on the oc- 
casion of another outbreak of small- 
pox, they were handled by intelligent 
white men and the ravages were not 
so great. The idea of a germ disease 
the native does not comprehend. He 
will permit the cholera discharges to 
remain on the premises indefinitely if 
permitted to do so, and is not willing 
to'fotlow instructions as to cleanliness. 
86 far’’s' the immediate source of the 
dhe era germs can be found, ſt is in 
the raw fish which the natives eat. 
just as raw oysters are eaten in other 
countries. It cannot be said with cer- 
tainty that the germs come from the 
fish, but in nearly alf of the cases 
which have occurred the patients have 
eaten of fish. 

The only white person who has been 
attacked with the disease was a sailor 
of the U.8.S. Bennington. She lies in 
the harbor, some distance from any 
dock. The man had not been ashore 
for some days. He was suddenly taken 
with the disease and died. He had 
bathed over the side of the ship, but 
the water of the harbor is remarkably 
clean and the tide flows freely. There 
is, however, a stream flowing through 
the city, on the banks of which are 
situated many Chinese wash-houses, 
and where the natives threw much 
refuse matter. It is believed that the 
refuse of this stream may have con- 
taminated the waters of the harbor. 
and the sailor may have, in some way, 
come in contact with the germs, or he 
may have eaten fruit brought on 
board. The physicians are gradually 
locating the germ centers, 
cases arise in unexpected quarters; and 
there have not been a sufficient num- 
ber of facts to enable any safe gener- 
alization to be made. |

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.— The 
steamship Australia, having been thor- 
oughly fumigated before she left Hono- 
lulu. and presenting a clean bill of 
health at this port, was allowed to 
land her cargo and passengers without 
going into quarantine. 

THAT CABLE LINE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12.—Col. Z. 
Spalding, who lately received from the 
Hawaiian government a franchise for 
a cable line between the Hawaiian 
Islands and California, arrived in this 
city yesterday from San Francisco. He 
went from here to New York and will 
sail for Europe on Saturday, where he 
will join his family in Switzerland. 

Col. Spalding, when asked as to his 
plans for future action regarding 
the Pacific cable, said: ‘I am here for 
the purpose of notifying the govern- 
ment of my contract with Hawaii, and 
that at an early day I will submit a 
proposition for establishing cable com- 
munication between San Francisco and 
Honolulu and asking for aid from the 
United States government. At present 
I am on my way to visit my family, 
but I expect to return to Washington 
in two months. As soon as Congress 
meets a charter will be asked for by a 
company of American capitalists to 
whom I shall assign my concession 
from Hawaii, and if sufficient assist- 
ance be granted by the government to 
make it feasible to construct and main- 
tain the cable line, work will be begun 
at once. I have been promised private 
subscriptions to the stock of the com- 
pany to the amount of $1,000,000, and 
hope our government will grant a year- 
ly subsidy, which, in connection with 
that granted by Hawaii will enable us 
to raise the money necessary to carry 
out the project. As soon as details are 
decided upon they will be made public 
and every opportunity given for scru- 
tiny and investigation as well as for 
competition in construction.” 

Col. Spalding did not see any of the 
State Department officials while in 
Washington, as nothing could be done 
until Congress is in session.

mines, or rather prospect holes. Any 
experienced miner knows that it is an 
exceptional vein which will enable a 
man to do this. As yet these mines have 
been scarcely prospected, and there is 
no telling what wealth may there be 
buried. From the fact that some skele- 
tons and old implements were found 
there a short time ago it is believed by 
some that the mines are identical with 
the celebrated lost Pegleg mine, about 
which 80 many stories have been 
printed. 

Another gold section in which steady 
work has been going forward, although 
without any such striking results as in 
the Indio country, is beyond Perris, 
where at least a dozen good prospects 
are being worked, in addition to the 
more developed mines. 

It.is believed by many that the time 


should be organized in Los Angeles. On 
this subject Land and Water recently 
had the following to say: : 
“While there is a great deal of inter- 
est being taken in Southern California 
mines in the East, and there are likely 
to be some heavy investments. made 
during the next year, the chances are 
that unles the mining brokers of Los 
Angeles bestir themselves and come to 
some better understanding, our city will 
lose what little reputation it has as a 
mining center, and ‘whatever sales are 
made will be through San Francisco, 
Denver and New York agencies. There 
aré less than a half dozen mining brok- 
ers here that are worthy of the name 
and they all seem to be pulling in op- 
posite directions, while there are a 
dozen more that call themselves brok- 
ers who are doing.our mining interests 
an incalculable amount of damage. 
It is claimed by those who have 
mines for sale, that in order to get their 
property on the market they are com- 
pelled to bond their property for one or 
perhaps two years. he so-called broker 
then starts out to hunt a customer, or, 
more properly speculate on the mine. 
After many months—sometimes years— 
it is turned back to him with the report 
that the mine has no value, when in re- 
ality no reliable examination has ever 
been made; and no sale has been con- 
summated because a purchaser could 
not be found that was willing to pay 
five times what the owner valued it at. 

“On the other hand, some of the min- 
ing. brokers claim that many of the 
mine-owners refuse to give an. option, 
or an exclusive agency for a sufficient 
length of time to enable them to make 
a sale, and that they are not willing to 
bear the expense of an examination of 
the property. It is claimed by some of 
the brokers that. capitalists, sometimes, 
after putting the agent to considerable 
expense, connive with the ‘owner, and 
eg the option expires take the prop- 
e 

“However it may be our mining in- 
terests are being greatly crippled by 
this distrust, and something must be 
done to bring about a better undertak- 
ing between the brokers and mine-own- 
ers. This could be done through the 
organization of a mining exchange or 
more properly a stock board. It would

California Wine Making. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 12.—Wine-making 
has begun this season two months earlier than 
usual, and is now in progress in all the wine 
districts except in the lower part of Sonoma 
and in Santa Clara county. Should the rain 
not prevail too lon ng the quality of the wire 
will be superior to that of several years, while 
the produce will be slightly in. excess of 1594. 
In upper Sonoma county the crop is a trifle 
more than last year, while the berries are in 
such perfect ‘condition that it is onset that 
the wine will be equal to that of 1890. Th 


lower portion of the county also appears fa- 
vorable. It is said at the headquarters of the 
Wine-makers’ Corporation that there will not 
be in Napa over one-fifth of the amount re- 
quired to Pal the cooperage. In Yolo and Te- 
hama the crop is: fair, while that of Contra 
Costa is of good quality. The Livermore Val- 
ley wine will de of prime quality, and of 
about the usual amount. The Santa Clara 
vintage will be the same or a little iess than 
that of 1894. Every effort is * made to 
curtail the white wine product, as it is a drug 
on the market, and it looks as if the 1,300,000 
lons of last year will be reduced to 800,000. 
e dry red wine product,: which was between 
9,000,000 and 10,000,000 lons last season, is 
estimated: at between 11,000,000 and 12,000,000. 
The manufacture of sherry will be largely in- 
creased in consequence of the curtailing of 
white wines, but the output of brandy will be 
almost nothing 82 to the low prices that 
e fortifyi laws. Most 
of the distilling matter will go in preference 
in sherry and port. Grape-growers are receiv- 
ing from $12 to $15 a ton for the berries, ac- 
coding to local conditions, rc year the price 
ranged from $7 to $10 a

Mrs. Vosburgh and Charles Hiniinnan 
Are in Deep Water.

Vosburgh and Charles Kiniman with 
embezzlement *of $550. 

Mrs. Vosburgh was formerly a resi- 
dent of Kalamazoo, Mich., and came 
to Los Angeles last July. Kiniman is 
an attache of the woman’s, who. as- 


shade of doubt is cast over this state- 
ment by the fact that Kiniman is al- 
ready provided with a wife who resides 
in San Francisco, 

On August 12, Mrs. Vosourgh began 
negotiations for the purchase of the 
Chamber of Commerce restaurant, on 
the corner of Fourth street and Broad- 
way. She went to the Security Savings 
Bank and attempted to obtain a loan 
of $500, offering property in Kalamazoo 
as security. 

The savings bank of course could not 
loan money on a note, so sent Mrs. Vos- 
burgh to Clark Shaw, who advanced the 
$500, taking an assignment of the mon- 
ey, a deed of the Michigan property. 
and a bill of sale on the restaurant as. 
security. 

The property in Kalamazoo was sold 
on August 22, and it had been arranged 
that the draft should be sent to the 
Security Savings Bank. Mrs. Vosburgh, 
however, directed that all her mail te 
sent to her at the restaurant, and, when 
the draft arrived she promptly had it 
cashed, 

She and Kiniman invested rather

The lat- 
ter had a package which looked some- 
what like a bottle wrapped up. Busby 
asked about the movement of the train 
havin ng a chair car, but said nothing 
about Gardner. 

Albert W. Thompson, a son of the de- 
censed, was the next witness, and he 
was followed by Dr. Hancock, who 
swore as to the condition of Thompson 
just before his death. He thought he 
never saw a man in more extreme 
agony. Just as he was inserting the 
needle for a hypodermic injection of 
morphia Thompson had a spasm, in 


case of strychnine poisoning. 

Edward Eccles testified that he saw 
Busby in Cordano’s saloon. Busby gave 
him 10 cents, and after he had delivered 
the bottle gave him another 10 cents. 
Busby admitted to Eccles that he was 
drunk. Busby told him that, if any one 
asked about who gave him the bottle, 
he was to say he would not recognize 

io it was. 

Henry Koch, who keeps a saloon at 
Main and Washington streets, identified 
Busby as a man who came into his sa- 
loon Wednesday night and asked ubout 
the length of time it would require for 
strychnine to take -effect. Busby said 
at the time that he had taken some. 
Witness though he was joking, but 
gave him a cocktail. 

Dr. E. P. Wing testified that the cause 
of Thompson's sickness was evidently 
from strychniné. He had performed

The rigor 
mortis was very marked, [t was,’ 
said the witness in concluding his tes- 
timony, as pure a case of strychnine 
poisoning as anybody ever saw.’

Busby asked him 
for a piece of string and also asked for 
his (Cordano’s) business card. Busby 
wrote an address on the card with his | 
left hand. The bottle was wrapped 
in a paper at the time, and witness tied 

the card on the outside of the bottle, 
the address outward. Busby took a 
drink of sherry -wine and walked out, 
taking the wrapped-up bottle with him. 
Busby: was somewhat under the in- 


he seemed to know what he was about. 

The case was submitted to the jury 
and that body rendered a verdict to the 
effect that the deceased came to his 
death by strychnine poison put in a 
bottle of wine and left in his care by 
William J. Busby with intent to poison 
one Sandy. Gardner.” 

Thompson's unfortunate taking off 
having thus’ been legally investigated 
the case of Martin was taken up. As 
the two cases were so nearly alike as 
to causes and results the testimony 
taken in the Thompson case was sub- 
mitted. In addition to this Dr. F. D. 
Bullard testified that he had assisted 


in an autopsy performed on the body 
of Martin. The stomach, kidneys and

ly in jars which had- been chemically 
cleaned the same as in the Thompson 


and put under lock and key. At this 
point Coroner Campbell handed to the 
witness the bottle of wine which had 
bevond reasonable doubt been shown 
to be the cause of the deaths of Thomp- 
son and Martin. The Coroner asked 
him to take charge of it so that if 
deemed” necessary the contents could be 
analyzed. 

The jury after a few minutes ren- 
dered 4 verdict to the effect that Mar- 
tin came to his death “by strychnine 
poison put in a bottle of wine and left 
in care of William John Thompson by 
William J. Busby with intent to poison 
one Sandy Gardner.“ 

W. J. Fuller, the drug clerk who 
sold the strychnine to Busby, called 
at the police station last night. 
employed in the drug store of Brown 
Bros. at posteffice station: D. on Wash- 
‘ington street. He did not deny that 
‘he had sold the poison, but claimed 
that in doing so he had complied strict- 
Ay. with the law. He said. when Busby |. 
called for the drug he (Fuller) asked 
what it was wanted for. Busby said 
he wanted it for cats. and signed the 
necessary, statement to that effect. 
which statement is in ‘the possession 
of Detective Goodman. Fuller says he 
did not put the strychnine into a bot- 
tle. af wine, as Busby testified he did. 


Detective: Goodman said last night 


that a complaint would be applied for 
charging Busby with murder. 
IS IT MURDER? 

‘Constaerable™ “discussion has been 
‘raibed over the question as to- whether 
the poisoning of Thompson and Mar- 
tin is a proper foundation for the 
charging of Busby with murder. It is 
evident that he did not intend to poison 
either of those men. If they drank 
wine from a bottle which was merely 
left in their custody it is argued that 
the party so ‘leaving it cannot be held 
responsible for the consequences of an 
embezzlement (so-called) from the ar- 
ticle left in custody.

A BILL FOR EXTRA FEES... 

County Superintendent Margaret M. 
Mogeau and Dist.-Atty. F. B. Daley 
have been unable to agree over a bill 
Which the former has presented to the 
Board of Supervisors, and the courts 
will be called upon to decide whether 
the County Superintendent of Public 
Instruction is entitled to a fee for serv- 
ices as a member of the County Board 
of Education. 

The law says that members of the 
board shall receive $5 per diem for their 
services. It also says that the County 
Superintendent is ex-officio’ secretary 
of the board, and puttivg the two sec- 
tions of the law together, it has always 
been construed to mean that the County 
Superintendent should receive $5 per 
diem in addition to the regular salary 
attaching to the office.. ray 

This has been the custom not only in 
this county, but in all counties of the 
State.
